How Preserved is 
God’s Word 
Rev. 22:18-19 


It does not take a wise man to 
understand that no person can 
add to or take from the Bible 
and claim to even be a Chris- 
tian. Verses 18,19. {t should be 
also very simple from last 
week's lesson that local New 
Testament ciurches were afone 
chosen by Christ to be His 
repository for divine revelation 
in this age. 

Since the entire New Testa- 
ment was originally written in 
Greek. it becomes logical that 
this language would be the 
language of preservalion. There 
are currently approximately 5000 
existant Greek manuscripts of 
the Nev Testament. Around 
95% of these manuscripts make 
up what is called the majority or 
received text. These 95% of 
majority manuscripts are shock- 
ingly similar in content. The 
majority of the small differenc- 
es can easily be shown to be 
scribal error in copy by simple 
comparison with the other 
manuscripts. 

This preserved majerity man- 
uscript as compiled at the time 
of the reformation became 
known as the lextus Receptus. 
The Textus Receptus or major- 
ity text preserved down through 
the centuries in the criginal 
greek became the basis for the 
King James Translation of the 
Bible into the English language. 
To my knowledge there is no 
other modern translation of the 
Bible into the English language 
which is based on the Textus 
Receptus., the text preserved by 
the churches. 

There are over 100 different 
versions ot the Bible on the 
market today translated from a 
revised Greek text. You can 


detect these Bibles by looking at 
the side reference or footnotes.

In total, there are over 100 
verses attacked in some way by 
lower criticism. 

The majority greek text or 
Textus Receptus, was based on 
the presupposition that 5% of 
ihe greek manuscripts prege’s- 
ed were perpetuated by chri:- 
tians down through the cen- 
turies who would not alter 
God's Word. 

The revised greek texts of 
today vary as so-called Bible 
scholars weigh the vatue of 
each of those 5% of variant 
manuscripis and make a sub- 
jective judgment based upon 
their “superior spiritual condi- 
tion" and “their superior intel- 
lect.” 

Until a better translation is 
made into English from the 
Textus Receptus, | will continue 
1o hold tight to my King James 
Translation. (ady.)

dates for the Legislature. There’s no 
way that can be proved, of course, and 
when you stop to think about it, higher 
booty might even attract lower qualified 
candidates. I’ve always believed that the 
public gets its best service from citi- 
zen-servent officials who are not moti- 
vated by the paycheck. 

But what really sticks in my gullet is 
the second Crim claim. 

“It seems to me that representatives 
who are hoard members of a $6 billion 
dotlar corporation ~ and that's what 
our state budget is today — have an 
awesome amount of responsibility,” ha 
said. “In my judgment, compensation 
for members of the Legislature should 
be increased considerably.” 

Weil, either Mr. Crim doesn’t know 
his usiness structure, or he’s referring 
to some weifd companies. Can you 
imagine any multi-billion dollar cor- 
poration putting up with a “Board of 
Directors” numbering 148 individuals 
who start meeting almost daily in 
January each year and are still meeting 
New Year's Eve? That's what the 
Michigan Legislature usually does. 

In most cases, the “board of direc- 
tors” of most companies will meet 
either once a month or once a quarter, 
ponder great thoughts for a half-day ora 
tuii-day, endorse whai tne front office is 
doing, and then go home. Most boards 
contain only a couple of dozen mem- 
bers, not the 148 that enliven things in 
Lansing. 

Crim’s analogy just doesn't fit. Ihe 
legislature is a thing apart, not like a 
business in any way. The age-old 
“board of directors” argument is so 
much hogwash. 

Michigan legislators, incidentally, are 
paid $24,000 a year each. Is that 
underpaid? Crim thinks they should get 
at least $8,600 more.

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Emergency Snow Plan 
Set To Close Freeways 


In an attempt to reduce the 
number of vehicles and 
motorists stranded on Michi- 
gan freeways by winter snow 
storms, the State Police and 
Department of State High- 
ways and Transportation 
have developed an emer- 
gency plan to Close freeways 
in advance of heavy snow 
areas. 

“Once or twice a winter in 
recent years, hundreds of 
motorists have been strand- 
ed for up to two or three days 
when heavy, drifting snow 
has stopped vehicles on 
freeways,” noted State High- 
ways and Transportation Di- 
rector John P. Woodford. “it 
not only is a danger to 
people to be stranded on an 
enclosed freeway, but the 
vehicles, often abandoned, 
sometimes make snow - 
clearing impossible. 

“And for these reasons,” 
Woodford said, “the Michi- 
gan State Police and the 
State Highways and Trans- 

Rportation Department will 
work closely together to de- 
termine when and where to 
set up roadblocks to close 
freeways whenever a storm 
makes driving extremely ha- 
zardous or impossible.” 

Col. Gerald L. Hough, 
director of State Police, em- 
phasized that the assistance 
and cooperation of local 
police agencies in critical 
torm areas will be vital to 
the success of the emer- 
gency plan. 

Hough explained that when 
the decision has been made 
to close a freeway, the first 
roadblocks will be State 
Police cars, or vehicles from 
the closest local police ag- 
ency. 

“AS soon as possible, 

{State Police or local police 
vehicles will be replaced or 
: supplemented by actual bar- 
ricades brought to the point 
of closure by personnel of 


the State Highways and 
Transportation Department,” 
Hough said. ; 

The emergency pian calls 
for roadblocks to be estab- 
lished at points determined 
to be outside the perimeters 
of the storm. Although ve- 
hicles in the storm area 
already will have been halted 
by snow, roadblocks will 
prevent additional vehicles 
from entering the critical 
area. 

“In addition to the freeway 
closures, the plan calls for 
close and contjnual commu- 
nications among state and 
local agencies to aid in 
rescuing stranded motorists, 
to aid in snow-clearing oper- 
ations and also to advise 
motorists well in advance 
that the freeway is closed,” 
Hough said. 

Motorists headed towards 
a freeway closure will be 
directed to leave the freeway 
and to find shelter. Whenev- 
er possible, closures will be 
established at or near free- 
way exits leading to areas 
where emergency shelters 
have been designated in ad- 
vance. 

in most counties, shelters 
have been designated in ad- 
vance by local agencies such 
as the local emergency ser- 
vices director or the Red 
Cross. Most designated shel- 
ters are schools, churches, 
civic centers and armories. 

"The primary objective of 
this plan is to reduce the 
number of persons and ve- 
hicles stranded by a snow 
storm, and to rescue those 
already stranded,” said Col. 
Hough. “Success of the plan 
requires cooperative and co- 
ordinated operations involv- 
ing the State Police, State 
Highways and Transporta- 
tion Department, local potice 
agencies, County road com- 
missions and the Red Cross”.
